Hello again everyone! I've got to put in my E-mail's worth here, so I'm going to begin with call 
letters, Walt Breville, in a recent Mailbox, said that call letters were irrelevant. I hate to burst Wall's 
bubble, but call letters are VERY relevant. It clears up a lot of confusion. Take my situation on 
Channel 17 at my QTH as an example. I'm located within 110 miles of two stations on Channel 17, 
and both are ABC affiliates, like my local KDNL-30. What would happen if both were in at the same 
time, and at the same level? You have to rely on the call letters when identifying both, if you can't get 
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a word edgewise on commercials or PSAs. In my case, the two ABCs on the same channel are 
WAND-17 Decatur, IL and KMIZ-17 Columbia, MO. Call letters are unique...no more than four 
stations (one AM, one FM, one TV, and one SW) can have this call! ‘Nuff said on calls 

John Adams brings up a good point about changing format or presentation to satisfy a faction of 
people. I used to be a radio announcer in the St. Louis and Atlanta radio markets (albeit non- 
commercially), and even though I find some presentations to be atrocious (take all the stations carrying 

Howard Stem as the worst example), that's the way the business is. They're in the business to make 
money, and if they can make money with some of the worst DJs in the nation, then there should be no 
reason to complain about this in VUD. The proper place for this is in publications such as Radio 
World (where I complained about Tom Gammon's proposal to move WHMA-FM 100.5 from Anniston, 
AL to Sandy Springs, GA back in 1990, also mentioning about discrimination against entry-level DJs 
and disabled people in broadcast employment), Broadcasting and Cable, or even your local newspaper. 

Doug Smith mentioned "translator abuse” in Nashville...it hasn't made it to St. Louis yet (and | 
hope it never does). Only two translators are on the air in the St, Louis market, and both relay WIBI- 

91.1 Carlinville, IL. They are W288AW-105.5 Alton, IL (directional to protect KPNT-105.7) and 
W211AD-90.1 Granite City, IL (directional to protect KWUR-90.3 and KRHS-90,1). W288AW is not 
heard very well past West Alton, MO while W211AD fades out west of Ferguson, MO. I've heard 
W211AD in the shadow of KCFV-89.5, Here, the main station on 91.1 is the only channel that comes 
in (and it has a decent signal). With a major U.S. airport three miles south of my present QTH, and the 
nearest transmitter being six miles due north (and it's only a class C2, WKBQ-104.1), DX is not much 
of a problem! When I was in Woodstock, GA, there was only one translator there, W298AA-107.5 
Roswell, GA (relaying Moody's WMBW-88.9 Chattanooga, TN). I could hear the main station better 
than the translator, and in some parts of town, WYHY would be heard over W298AA. With Atlanta 
having a Moody station of its own (WAFS-920), that probably could be a moot point to use an FM 
translator, except if one prefers the sound of FM over AM 

Plans are now in the works for St. Louis DX Get-Together '96 (details were in the February

-QSL'ing, What is it? 


‘This is to be a special edition of the QSL Comer/Logos Run column...as there maybe a need now for a 
refreshing of an old ideal that may have changed a lot since the early beginnings or radio 
broadcasting, Since I have been in the radio hobby since the late 60's I have seen the practice of 
QSL'ing changed. Lets begin at WHAT, WHY, HOW & SO FORTH. 


What? The WHAT question is an explanation of what is a QSL? A QSLis a reply from the station that 
you heard (or saw, as in television) as a verification of your reception. The reply can be as a 
Postcard, or letter with a statement of verification of your reception. The 'QSL' term is from the 
early Morse code days to stand for a verification of the context of what the other station did send 
was correctly received. So, the term QSL'ing got to stand for the correct reception. The 'Q! part of 
the QSL is from a list of Q-signals that were abbreviations. In Morse code sending, when you were 
keying the message, the longer the words were, the more you had to send. So, by using the Q- 


Signals, you could shorten the message, and you could still get the point. Now, in QSL 
reception, there can be no doubt your reception was the station you heard or saw.

QSL CORNER/LOGO'S RUN 


WHY? The WHY question is easy. After you had the luck of logging a rare station the next thing that 
you would want to do is tell the station, and hope they can verify your reception. As I have found, 
the WHY fs that the QSL Is the final part of your DX'ing, To have that verification Is the best part of 
the hobby. To have that plece of paper that says It all. Yes, Mr. Jones, we are so happy to report 
that your letter of reception is hereby verified, and you can add us to your long list of QSL'ed 
stations. QSL'ing is the collection of letters & cards of verification. They can be a great joy to ha, 
and to remember forever. 


How? The HOW part is the easiest to explain. It is where you write a letter to the radio station, and 
tell them about your reception. As you are listening to the radio, or watching the television set, you 
have to take notes of what {s going on for detalls to report. If the radio or TV station has a 
‘commercial for some local store, or advertisements for some product, take note of what was heard 
or seen, As from what | have found, stations do log the time the do commercials. This is for two or 
more purposes. One reason is to prove they did do the commercial for the sponsor who is paying 
for the time. The other is a guide for the DJ or program director or whoever is in control of 
operations. For radio stations, I've found that the music format type is good to report. Not all 
stations log every song title aired, but if you do need to mention what type of music was heard, it 
will help a lot. If the station has a slogan, jingle, or a particular way of identifying itself, make sure 
you write it down to tell them what you heard. Another point about the reception report is Just how 
long a period of time your report should cover. Well, | have found that if you have very little time 
of actual reception of a station, it is best to report everything you can. You should do your best to 
describe every detail as possible. Also, if you have plenty of reception time for your report, give 
what you can,
